Buggests Wheel Tax.

A wheel tax to help maintain im-
proved roads is strongly recommeded
by Dr. Joseph Hyvde Pratt, secretary of
the North Carolina state highway com-
mission. While all property owners
are taxed for building roads. and
rightly so, because they are a general
asset, the roads are warn out by the
people whn use them. 8o Dr. Pratt
recommends taxing automobiles ac-
cording to their horse power and
weight and other wvehicles according
to their capacity, width of tires and

relative location of front and rear
wheels, the tax being lower if the dis-
tance between the front wheels is dif-
ferent from that between the rear
wheels. At tha present time sueh a
wheel tax {8 a novelty, the nearest
approach to it in the United States

roads of later design are ;oncr;llr in
poor condition because, as Mr. Ripley
pays, “it had not been clearly recomE-
nized that maintenance must start as
soon as the road Is opened for traffic,
and that some definite surface treat-
ment must be given to a m m road,
whether waterbound or bituminous, not
later than two years from the date of
its completion, if this road is to be
kept in good condition."

Scripps-Booth Car Third.

A Scripps-Booth stock car won the
hearts of sport-loving Cubans by tak-
ing third place against a field of seven-
teen other contenders in a ustable race
vecently held at Mariano, Cuba. It was
beaten only by two European cars hav-

Ing motors of much higher power, and
finished ahead of thirteen other Amer-
ican cars, all of which have
motors than the Seripps-Booth.

A Chenard-Walcker, with a giotor
of 169.65 cuble inches displacement,
won the race, and a Mercedes, with
158.5 cubie inches displacement, was
‘second. The Scripps-HBooth perform-
ance is considered highly creditable,
because its motor displacement is only
103.87 cuble inches, It was driven by
Frederico de la Osa, and was a stock
car In every respect, only the fenders
having been removed for the race.
Among the starters were some of the
best known cars made in the United
States, with motors rated up to 212
cuble inches displacement.

Making Study of Roads.

T. M. Ripley, division engineer of the
New York highway commission at
Watertown, has been making a serious
study of road construction and main-
tenance in that state, and has reached
a number of wise conclusions. There
are in New York state 80,112 miles of
public roads of which only 23,198 miles

have bheen “surfaced” or Improved.
What are known as "deslgnated state
and county highway systems” cover a
length of 11,988 miles, of which 7,388
miles are completed or are under con-
tract, 8o that New York, which is fore-
most In mo many good things, seems to
have been somewhat Indifferent to this
Ereat cause, although its expenditures
on account of good roads have reached
very large figures. Mr. Ripley has
found that the earlier roads built in
the state were made for nothing heavier
than horse-drawn traffic and that they
are not equal to the great strain of the
changing traffic of the present day.
The horse-drawn vehicle, which travel-
ed with light loads from three to eight
miles the hour, has heen crowded off
the course by motor vehicles carrying
much heavier loads and going from
tén to forty miles the hour. The road
that could stand with comparatively
little wear the older traffic is not at
all suited to the new.

Under the old order the roads could
be hept In fairly good condition at
comparatively small expense; under the
hew order the old roads must either
be rebulit “from the ground up” or
provislon be made for such maintenance
as will “make them do” until new and
better construction can be devised at
An expense which an already tax-buf-
dened pebple cannot stand. The typé
of ruﬁphu changed materially In late
years and ls constantly changing. Five
or 8lx yvears ago the road buildera in
Néw York were making roads that
woulld take care of the increasing
automobile trafic. The bottom of the
roads then were made of three or four
inches of broken stone; the size of ‘the
stone has been increased now to six
inches or more, bound with bituminous
material, or & more expensive type of
road -of concrete or brick has been
adopted. The cost has multiplied great-
ly and yet the précise type of road
has probably not been found for the
steadily increasing weight of traffic.

WHICH NOW IS WASTED

Elwood Haynes, Manufacturer, Be-
lieves It “Most Probable” Sub-
stitute for Gasoline.

That bengol I8 the most probable
substitute for gasoline iz the opinion
of Elwood Hayneg, one of thé ploneer
manufacturers of this country and
who built the first American gasoline-

drivea automobile. “If care were
taken,” sald Mr. Haynes, a few days
Ago, “tn reclaim the benzol! which goes

to waste each year in the dry distil-
Intion of coal for coke, this fuel could
be placed on thé market at a price
that would make It as economical for
the automobile owner as gasoline.

“In past years Germany has pro-

duced the major portion of the world's

supply of benzol for use in her dye
industri¢s. In the United States the
residue containing beénzol, which has
accounted In good share for Teuton

commercial préstige in past years, has
been permittedq to xo to waste.

Gives Total of Output.

“The Américan production of bensol
during this year will amount to 24.-
000,000 gallons, most of which will be
used for the production of dyes, chems
icals and explosives. By widér appli-
cation of the méthods in presént use
this production could easily bé& ralsed
to 600,000,000 gallons vearly.

“The reclamation of benzol from the
coal that goes to wasté through ats
chaic mining methods would gwall
these figures Lo evén greatér amountd.
If benzol comes into commoén usé Wwé
have no shortage to fear.

“Benzol contains the same elémants
as ~asoline, but the carbon and hydro»
gen are combined In equil parts. Whils

the two liquids differ widely in their
chemical actions, both are readily vola-
tile into highly éxplosive gases wheén
properly mixed with alr,
“The entents countries, which are
now cut off from the American supply,
are using benzol in their militar
motord without changing the deslg

of eithér the motor or the carburétor.

Tha application of hénzol as a motor
uel must réceive a’marked impetug I
this country at the cloke of the Eure=
pean conflict, since the supply that |
being consumed in the manufaeturs 6
explosives will bée diverted to the
motor fuel market."

The only stops that were made—a total of five—were due, in four instances to traffic condi-
tions, and the fiftk was a voluntary stop for the raplenishing of gasoline and oil.

From the time the car left New York until it arrived in Washington there was not the slight-
est trouble of any kind with either the motor or Empire Tires.
